nese, has impeached Li Hung 
Chang and Liu Kun Yu, Viceroy of 
Nankin, for maintaining communi- 
cation with the Boxers.

Taylor Puts up The Money. 

Youtsey then said that some one 
else could be secured and asked 
T.aylor for the $300. Youtsey sard 
that Taylor thereupon handed him 
over the $300. 

The lawyer for the prosecution to 
whom Youtsey made the statement 
wrote it out as the prisoner spoke 
it. When Youtsey hadfgotten that 
far Powers' detecti ve,J. B.Mathews, 
entered the room. Youtsey jumped 
up and exclaimed hysterically : "I'm 
ruined now; I'm ruined now! I will 
say no more. I cannot tell." 

An Incomplete Story. 

Since then Youtsey has said 
nothing. He refused to tell to 
whom he gave it to any one. But 
he did say that a white man 
fired the nhot from Powers' office 
at the time. The names of Frank 
Cecil and Colgan, of Bell coun- 
ty, were mentioned in that connec- 
tion, but Youtsey could not swear 
that they were in the room. 

Youtsey claims that he himself 
was not in the office when the shot 
wa,s fired, but that he kept watch 

*the door leading into the main 
llway and that he brought the 
mountaineers from the Agricultural 
office to the Executive building to 
protect the assassins. , 

As to Jim Howard's movements 
Col. Campbell says that Howard 
left Manchester on January 28 and 
reached Frankfort at 9:37 o'clock 
on the morning Goebel was shot. 

^ Exculpates Himself. 

Youtsey 's last interview with 
Taylor when the latter gave him 
$300 to make up the $1,500 was 
^went\ -four hours before Howard 
^ft Manchester. The attorneys 
for the prosecution believe that 
Youtsey can tell who fired the 
bhot. Col. Campbell says that re- 
cent! v Youtsey 's attorneys, R. W. 
NcN.iu and L,. J. Crawford held a 
conference with the attorneys for 
{he prosecution and told them they 
would allow Youtsey to go on the 
stand and tell all he knew provid- 
ing the indictment against Youtsey 
should be dismissed. This the pro- 
secution absolutely refused to do. 
Since the attorneys for Youtsey 
and the counsel for Powers have 
been much together, and Col. Camp- 
bell believes they have reached an 
agreement.

Your dictionary or encyclopedia will 
lei! you that they are of two areat 
clauses — those of the vegetable king- 
dom and thoae of the animal. In the 
first division, or botany, ns it Is other- 
wise named, parasites nre plants which 
'.ive directly on other plants, nnd 
«)i rough their roots take their nourish 
ment fron' the larger growth, nnd not 
from the ground. The orchids, a i 
derful species of flower, of which there 
are several hundred varieties in the 
United States and several thousands In 
the tropics, answer this description 
partially, but though they live on trees 
and ether plants which are rooted in 
the ground, their roots In turn are 
fastened into the tree, but are exposed 
lo the air nnd absorb food from it. 

The mistletoe, the flower which, with 
the holly and other evergreens, Is used 
for decorations at Christmas time, is, 
however, a complete parasite, nnd In- 
habits the onk tree us'unily, growing in 
the crotches of Its great branches. The 
mistletoe brings u» to the kissing bug, 
which is not of botnny, but of entomol- 
ogy (Insectology), which is n division 
of zoology; and now we are getting 
near to the elephant and the birds. 
Xnturnlists tell us that every living 
creature or gruwing thir.g has its para- 
site. Even the flea, they say, which Is 
In Itself a pnritslte. has smaller fleas to 
keep it scratching and annoyed. If this 
is n fact nnd the theory correct, nnd sus- 
ceptible of further application, then 
parasite No. 2 must have his troubles, 
and so on, multiplied into intii.ity.
